in none of these have been so thor- 
oughly incorporated those elements 
that go to make up a real home as 
n this wonderful twenty-room Eng- 
lish manor in the suburbs of Los An- 
geles. 
Several of the finishing touches 
will yet have to be made to the new 
Brentwood Park estate, but this will 
not prevent the occupancy of the 
place on the day when its owner and 
his family arrive to take up their 
abode in it.

President Wilson. Mr. Cole con- 
sented to accept this strenuous task, 
and he received from Carranza a per- 
sonal acknowledgment of the re- 
ceipt of notice of such a decision, 
and authority to proceed. On in- 
struction of Carranza, the Mexican 
Embassy wired to Mr. Cole expense 
money for the trip to Washington. 

Being thoroughly familiar with the 
general situation, both in Mexico and 
the United States, Mr. Cole decided 
that the plan should be abandoned 
of trying to conciliate various fac- 
tioms in this country that were of- 
fended at Carranza, such ag leaders 
of the Catholic church, land holders, 
mining, off and raliroad interests, 
and that more direct appeal should 
be made to President Wilson. 

To this end, he ann, he immedi- 
ately brought into the campaign for 
recognition of Carranza, Richard I. 
Metealfe, for thirty years the 
right-hand man of William Jennings 
Bryan. Mr. Metealfe had been Mr. 
Bryan's secretary, the editor of the 
Commoner, and President Wilson's 
appointee as Governor of Panama.

lcampaign for recognition Joseph 
Fok, John Lind, who had been 
President Wilson's personal repre- 
sentative in Mexico, and other men 
of prominence in administrative 
circles at Washington. 

Richard L. Metcalf, at the tele- 
graphed request of Mr. Cole, went 
on to Washington, after a previous 
conference in Chicago. He had never 
been in Mexico, but his closeness to 
Mr. Bryan was such that his services 
in the campaign could be used to 
advantage. Very shortly afterward 
he was sent to Vera Cruz, Mex., on 
behalf of the government, for the 
purpose of seeing Carranza. After 
a conference there, he came back 
to Washington, and proved strong 
enough to swing Mr. Bryan into line 
for Carranza. Mr. Metcalf was with 
Mr. Cole in Washington for five 
months in this campaign. Thus, 
through Mr. Cole's manipulations, 
there was “brought about one big 
factor in the final result of securing 
President Wilsons recognition of 
Carranza. 

The ramifications of this campaign 
were wide and varied. They reached 
into places most unexpected by the 
general public, but the eventual re- 
suit was the action of President Wil- 
gon in recognizing the First Chief. 

An interesting event in thie con- 
nection is the fact that the decla-

las, Carranga’s attorney at Washing- 
ton, without the knowledge of Car- 
ranga; was submitted to President 
Wilson, some changes made, and 
then sent back to Mr. Cole, then 
telegraphed to Carranza, who 

to the programme, and then was for- 
mally sent to Washington aa the 
First Chief's promulgation of poll- 
cles, and was thereafter indorsed by 
the President in connection with the 
recognition of Carranza. 

EMBASSY PAID 


Initial expenses of the campaign, 
in which were enlisted the Influences 
of various persons in Washington, 
were paid by the Mexican Embassy. 

The work of Mr. Cole in carry- 
ing through this campaign resulted 
in the recognition of Carranza. The 
events that have resulted since that 
time are of public knowledge. Mr. 
Cole has watched them, in conjunc- 
tion with other intensety-interested 
American citizens, with the closest 
attention. He now feels, as was ex- 
pressed in a statement of hig pub- 
lished in The Times a few days ago, 
that Carranza has gained an ascend- 
ency at Washington that really has 
placed him in a position to dictate 
President Wilson's Mexican policy, 
and that the credit of the United 
States ie to be placed back of the 
First Chief's administration.

which alone should inspire all who 
follow this noblest and most elusive 
of the arts. 

I once knew an did Italian music

|listeners who called him master 
with the involustary homage that 
was a tribute to his gears, “what is 
music without meled It is a body 
without a soul, a ch without a 
mother. It is confugien, chaos, the 
jangling of strings!“ But the 2

) in deploring the passing of his be- 
loved “bel canto” he refused to see 
that much that was superfluous and 
artificial had gone with it. To him 
the loss was irrevocable, for his na- 
tional prejudice blinded him to the 
evolutionary progress that in music, 
as in all things, is a vital and univer- 
sal necessity. He could not under- 
Stand that the two words “classi- 
eim and “romanticism.” which 
in all ages have divided the artistic 
world into fiercely contending fac- 
tions, lose their significance in the 
light of the psychological truth that 
all ideas are at first revolutionary. 
and that it is only when they have 
come to be accepted as a permanent 
tradition that the world protects 
them with its catchword of “con- 
servatism,” and beholds with horror 
the inevitable new departure, which. 
in breaking through the barriers of 
resistance, often assumes violent 


cations of time, it in turn mes 
the traditional standard, and. for- 
getting its own rebellious origin, 
frowns upon further innovation. 
And so it is that from the austere 
splendor of Beethoven and the sub- 
lime simplicity of Mozart—those two 


of! immortal masters whose genius still 


charms and astonishes, knowing no 
age because it belongs to eternity— 
to the gorgeous magnificence of Wag- 
ner, music has passed through its 
various phases of development and 
reaction with the serene conscious- 
ness of growing power; and in the 
midst of much modern mediocrity, 
due to the pretentious vagaries of an 
exaggerated craftsmanship, we are 
safe in the prediction that whatever 
is experimental and transitory in the 
music of today will inevitably pass 
away, leaving as the lasting contri- 
bution of the age only such sincere 
achievement as shall conform to the 
final test of truth, which alone is 
the measure of enduring greatness. 
For this highest and purest of all 
arts scorns the cramping standards 
of scholarship and formalism, find- 
ing its true justification in the hid- 
den sanctuary of the soul. Here 
alone does it und the sacred response 
to ite immortal message. Here its 
sublime appeal imparts that “peace 
that passeth understanding.” Miss- 
ing this, its mysticism becomes con- 
fusion and its sublimity a sort of glo- 
rified sensuality, which, we have 
seen, is sometimes the composer's 
deliberate purpose, and is too often 
the pantheistic worship of false gods. 
In this high calling it i* peculiarly 
true that “the whole duty of art is 
listening for the voice of God.“ Any- 
thing less than an entire and conse- 
erated devotion must seem a prof- 
anation of a medium so sublime; 
for just as the influence of music, 
through the pure genius of a true 
disciple, leads us to spiritual heights 
where alone we may hear the hid- 
den harmonies of the life supernal, 
so this same potent influence, when 
perverted or put to the baser uses 
of commercial “profit, becomes the 
most dangerously insidious factor for 
moral degradation; and that low 
type of syncopated music, or beast 
rhythm,” as is has more properly 
been called, carrying its contagion 
into every social rank of our pleas- 
ure-loving country. has brought in 
its train evile which are today being 
widely deplored in pulpit and press, 
but for which the true and ap . 
ently innocent cause ts seldom 


responsible.

But there are other music lovers 
to whom the mystic message of the 
symphony is unknown, who yet have 
their places among this devout com- 
pany of worshipers.

The first 
coffee house was opened there in 
1564 by one Shemsi, a native of 
Aleppo. The beverage so quickly 
appreciated was as quickly ked 
upon by the ogshodox az insidious to 
the public morals.

What About the Farmers? 
S THE TIMES has said, both in 
this Illustrated Magazine and in 


its daily issues, the law rushed through 


Congress the other day giving the train 
men an eight-hour day has absolutely 
settled nothing. E. P. Ripley, head of 
the great Santa Fe system, a cour- 
ageous and fair-minded man, is out 
with the announcement that his road 
will not obey that law until, it is de- 
cided by the Supreme Court of the 
country to be constitutional. It is the 
opinion of 4 great many capable law- 
yers that the law is not constitutional, 
and if it is not, despite the presence 
of Louis Brandeis on the Supreme 
bench, that court will declare the law 
unconstitutional. 

Be that as it may, there is another 
side’ to the question more important 
even than the constitutionality of the 
law. The President’s excuse is that he 
is giving the men an eight-hour day, 
thereby ameliorating their condition, 
and he claims that it is the sentiment 
of the country that this eight-hour day 
should prevail in all industries. 

He acknowledges that the railroads 
cannot pay the extra cost of operating 
the roads involved in this law unless 
they are permitted to raise their freight 
rates. That is, men who are to get $6 
a day and upward for an eight-hour 
day are to put their hands into the 
pockets of the general public to get 
this money. Will not the farmers of 
the country be taxed for the largest 
amount of this subsidy so complacently 
voted by Congress into the pockets of 
the rebellious trainmen? These men 
earn $1800 a year and more, and they 
are to receive this amount for eight 
hours’ service. 

How many farmers in the country 
who will be taxed for this largess 
handed over to the trainmen earn hali 
that, and how many of them work only 
eight hours a day? The average farmer 
in this country works sixteen hours a 
day during a large part of the year. 
There are very few week-days that he 
does not work more than eight hours a 
day, and many of them work as much 
on Sunday. We are only counting the 
trainmen to work 300 days in the year 
to give them $1800 as their remunera- 
tion.. There is probably not a plain 
farmer in the Middle West with 160 
acres of land equipped with houses and 
machinery at a cost of $15,000 to $20,- 
000 or more invested in the farm who 
makes $1000 a year clear, and he works 
from ten to sixteen hours a day almost 
every day in the year.

about the Eagle puts the phoenix at 
1000 years and the eagle at 500. Your Eagle, 
dear friends, is a very old bird, approaching 
close to four score years. He has a friend 
a human being, born exactly at the same 
moment. Both these old fellows. naturally 
love old things; and among their loves 
chiefly are old books. The friend of the 
Eagle the other day was perusing a book 
when the Eagle perched on his shoulder. He 
purposes in this litde scream to give you a 
few quotations from this delightful book. 


The quotations are taken from a Chinese 
biographical dictionary, which contains 2579 
lives, many more than a cat, if you will 
notice. Here is the first one to quote. It 
relates to Chang Chih-Ho of the eighth cen- 
tury A.D. He spent his time angling, used 
no bait, his object not being to catch fish. 
When a friend asked him why he roamed 
about, Chang. instantly answered, “with the 
empyrean as my home, the bright moon my 
constant companion, and the four seas my 
inseparable friends what mean you by 
roaming?” Chang lived in a houseboat on 
the river, and when a friend offered him a 
fine house his reply was, “I prefer to follow 
the gulls into cloudland rather than bury 
my ethereal self beneath the dust of the 
world.”

Yang Ksiung was a poet of the first cen- 
tury B.C. A wealthy merchant of the neigh- 
borhood, struck by the excellence of his 
work, offered 100,000 “cash” if bis name 
could be mentioned in the book.

imperial Crops. 

HE government crop report is out, and 

it is not a consoling cne to the house 
holder or the consumer. The farmers of the 
United States are looking upon the situa 
tion with much equanimity. If they have 
Small crops, there is a heavy carry-over, 
and with prices soaring higher than the 
cat's back, they stand to make more money 
than the average. This ie particularly so 
with the farmers in the Imperial Valley. 
The smile that won't come off spreads 
broadly over their faces as they sell cot- 
ton for fifteen cents a pound, cottonseed for 
$30 per ton, butter fat at twenty-five cents 
per pound, hogs 10 cents per pound, barley 
$1.80 a sack. They estimate the year’s in- 
come for the farmers of the valley some 
where between $17,000,000 and $22,000,000. 


Walnuts te Cost Money. 

ASADENA has a municipal farm, and 

part of nt consists of a walnut grove. 
Walnuts are early this year and the city

Los Angeles Schools. 

HE schools of Los Angeles opened on 

Monday morning, September 11, with 
an enrollment of about 85,000 under about 
3000 teachers. This is the greatest number 
enrolled in the history of the schools of the 
city, and the teaching body is much more 
numerous than before, much more ex 
perienced and in every way more competent. 
These schools of Los Angeles are in every 
way thoroughly progressive, in the advanced 
ranks of education. They take thorough 
care of the intellectual development of the 
children, and just as good of the physical de 
velopment. 
Angeles schools are ahead of any others in 
the United States in their facilities for vo 
cational education. They closely resemble 
the Belgian and German schools in this re 
spect, and closely approximate them in their 
efficiency. 

The other day a committee of medical 
men appointed by the Board of Education 
met to recommend a plan for the reorgant 
zation of the school health department. The 
plan is to appoint a capable physician as 
executive, with enough competent assistants 
to look after the health of the pupils. The 
committee say that if their plan is adopted 
there will follow an increase in efficiency olf

T IS many years since two brothers, Ro 

land P. Bishop and W. T. Bishop, came 
here from Cincinnati and opened a little 
candy manufacturing shop down on Los An 
geles street. They not only understood 
their business thoroughly, but they were 
otherwise made of the kind of stuff that suc 
ceeds. Both of them were excellent business 
men who knew by heart the doctrine of Poor 
Richard, that honesty is the best policy. 
Under the expert management and honest 
business policies of this company their out 
put has grown very rapidly. The present 
premises are large and employ a great num 
ber of helpers, but they are not larze enough

In few other places, however, is the story of 
the upbuilding of the earth's crust so plainly 
and impressively told. As a rule the geok 
ogist who would decipher the records of 
the rocks must get a bit here and a bit there. 
He may find the edges of some beds exposed 
in a river bluff and others sticking out on a 
steep mountainside. He determines by 
fossils or other means the order in which 
the beds were deposited, and by putting all 
his information together he constructs what 
he calls a columnar section for the district in 


which he is working— that is, a section show- 
ing the order, thickness and character of the 
beds. Such a section discloses the strata 
that form the upper part of the earth's 
crust at that place, just as a slice of layer 


Cake shows at a glance the various layers 


of which it is composed. 

After a number of districts in a region 
have been studied and their general col. 
umnar sections determined, the geologic his- 
tory of the region can be learned by com- 
paring these sections, just as the engineer 
who is drilling for low-grade copper ores 
compares his drill records and thus learns 
the outlines of the ore body. Such a compar!- 
son of the beds at one place and another 
shows how certain beds change in character 
and thickness from place to place or even 
thin out and disappear. It enables the 
geologist to draw some conclusions as to the 
former distribution of land and sea, to dis-

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PLACING POULTRY DRESS 


Opening of the Show Season. By Henry W. Kruckeberg. 
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Much of what is said and printed on this 
subject is an old story to the experienced 
breeder, but to the amateur, the inexper“ 
enced and the beginner it will at least give 
an idea here and there that will be of service. 


The show-room is not without its at 
mosphere of art: the best groomed bird, 
other things being equal, usually has the 
best chance for honors. With this, however, 
good physical conditiin—vigor, pugnacity 
and “go”—is of ejual importance. The se 
lected specimen should be typical of his 
class and variety, free from disyualifications 
and as exempt from glaring faults as is pos 
sible. In other words, the plumage should 
be standard in quality and head and leg 
points of the right proportions and color. 
These basic conditions complied with, the 
Birds selected for competition should be at- 
forded the extra care and attention that will 
insure them a place of distinction in the es- 
timation of the judges. Once a selection of 
good prospects has been made, means should 
be adopted to render the birds amenable to 
the talk, activities and movements of people 
in close juxtaposition to them. A good plan 
is to get them accustomed to show-room 
conditions, which can be done by placing 
them at intervals in exhibition coops. The 
bottoms should be covered with clean cut 
straw or planing mill shavings, particularly 
if the breed is of the feathered-leg class. 
By visiting the coops every now and then, 
and handling the birds much as the judges 
do, they soon become tame and docile, as 
sume a natural pose. and lose much of that 
mervousness so characteristic of specimens 
removed suddenly from their usual sur- 
roundings to new conditions and a strange 
environment. To accomplish this, the birds 
need not be so confined continuously; a day 
at regular intervals will accomplish the pur- 
pose. 

When the show dates are about ten weeks 
olf commence to go over the selected speci- 
mens carefully, removing broken and off- 
colored feathers. Touching care of plumage, 
see The Times Illustrated Weekly for July 
28, which treated the subject quite thor- 
ouglily in the interests of the State and Dis- 
trict fair poultry exhibits.

goods. Use a bar of good white or castile 
soap and a large sponge and nail brush.

out the water. Do not use a towel to dry a 
white bird. 

Move the exhibition coop near the fire or 
some heat, so that the bird will dry. Luiit- 
ing up the plumage of the breast and open- 
ing the feathers of the fluff while drying has 
a tendency to increase the apparent size of 
these sections. It is necessary to examine 
the white birds frequently if the coops are 
near a stove to guard against overheating 
them or scorching or curing their feathers. 

The shanks and feet of exhibition fowls 
must be absolutely clean and well polished. 
To overcome routh scales rub the legs twice 
daily with air-eaked lime before thc show 
and wash them thoroughly. Use a good 
scouring soap, woolen cloth, and warm rain 
water. Remove any old or rougt scales and 
also the dirt between the scales. The latter 
can be taken gut with toothpicks: Dry 
shanks and apply a solution of equal parts 
of sweet oi] and alcohol. Then warm 4 
woolen cloth and scrape a little beeswax ou 
it. The warmth will melt the wax, and the 
shanks should then be polished with the 
waxed cloth. 

Before shipping the birds to the exhibition 
apply the sweet ofl and alcoho! solution to 
the face and comb. If you are showing 
white birds, fill their plumage, after washing 
and when thoroughly dry. with equal parts 
of bran and rice flour. Some exhibitors use 
corn starch, which is equally satisfactory. 
This prevents the plumage becoming soiled, 
and when the starch is shaken out at the 
show and the fowls are groomed they ap 
parently take a higher polish. However, the 
coops must have wooden or muslin tops and 
sides to prevent rain coming in contact with 
the starched plumage. The final groom'ng is 
accomplished with 4 silk handkerchief, rub- 
bing and polishing the feathers until the 
plumage has a high luster.

Upon visit- 


ing it he was greatly impressed with the 


beauty of the scenery, the clear, dry air and 


found many afflicted persons had made aif 


quick return to health in this exhilarating 
atmosphere. He wondered if more would 


not come if the district were more avallable 


to the traveling public. With a few leaders 
he induced the supervisors to run through a 
loop in the good roads system, connecting at 
either end with a great through-State high- 
way. This fact was advertised and people 
began to pass through, on pleasure jaunts. 
Some, charmed by the scene, stopped to in- 
vestigate, bought land, developed water and 
planted orchards. And the move was on! 
A line from a railroad was run in to pick up 
the crops and soon built on through. And 
the town was made and is a credit to the 
district and the State. One man did it, with 
a little help from the residents. 

H. E. Huntington told the present writer 
that he was convinced the Covina district 
was similarly situated, and asked the 
Southern Pacific to build the Covina loop. 
The directors could not sew with his eyes 
and refused. Mr. Huntington then built it 
Himself. And the transformation was on! 
Who today doubts the wisdom of the in- 
vestment? The Southern Pacific does not, 
and everyone now sees it Was a necessity. 
One man alone saw the opportunity and 
figuratively “created” that important and 
charming little city of Covina, and made it 
a center of one of the best citrus districts 
in the State. 

The lesson is easily learned and under- 
stood. Will you accept the verdict of the 
public that your town is a side issue, or 
will you set such verdict aside and declare 
the place is a center, and help to make it 
one? While yet the town is small and land 
cheap, consider it as the hub of a district. 
Run streets which outside the town merge 
into highways, along necessary radia! lines, 
like a wheel of few spokes. If in local terri 
tory and to one side, run one to the nearest 
good highway to Los Angeles; another 
toward the north or San Francisco. Others 
toward the county seat and all important 
towns and points. If unavailable to the 
coast make the shortest possible line toward 
the ocean. Make the public farther inland 
pass through your town to get to every point 
possible instead of accepting the present 
road system and going round-about through 
other sections to get to the desired destina 
tion. . Cease to be tributary territory and 
become a center exacting tribute. Do you 
wish a place on the map of Culifornia’ If 
so you will have to make it. The public 
may have said you are “off to one side.” 
Will you accepf suth a verdict? 

Stabbed Through the Heart. 

For many years loyal workers have 
striven to foster the planting of street trees 
and to protect and care for those previously 
planted. In some sections this work has 
been undertaken by local organizations. The 
most successful of these is the Garvanza Im- 
provement Association, a stock company in- 
corporated under the laws of the State and 
so far as known the only local improvement 
society holding its existence and keeping up 
ite work for a fuil dozen years.

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STABBED THROUGH THE HEART. 


This organization has spent over a thous- 
and dollars in such work, planting every 
street uniformly, and caring for the trees 
for a period of three years after planting, 
having its own water wagon, pruning equip- 
ments, etc. When all this was accomplished 
it relinquished the trees to the care of the 
city, previous to which time the Board of 
Public Works issued no permits for planting, 
pruning or removal of trees, delegating such 
power to the writer of these lines and his 
fellow-com man, who personally inves- 


tigated each case before granting permits. 


Now come employees of the Bureau of 
Light and Power, a part of the official gov- 
ernment of Los Angeles, and in their wire- 
stringing work have ruthlessly spiked street 
trees by the score, ascending them with pole- 
climbing leg-irons. In cases where these 
have slipped the bark has been ripped open 
for several inches. The writer will not ask 
his readers to accept his opinion of the 
damage done but quote herewith from the 
Davey Tree Expert Company's booklet on 
tre surgery: 

“The use of climbing spurs, in tree work, 
ig little short of criminal. Climbing 
spurs rip open the bark at every step, form- 
ing little pockets to catch the water, and 
exposing the interior cell structure to the 
almost certain and deadly attack of fungus 
disease.” (Also provides retreats for insect 
pests.—Ed.) 

To add to all this,-in at least one tree 
noted and photographed by the writer and 
UHustrated on this page the city’s employees 
have banded a tree with iron, nailed fast, 
and through this and directly to the heart 
of the tree have driven a huge spike, to 
which they have attached a heavy guy wire 
to stay a pole carrying light wires. If this is 
done in one district it will doubtless be done 
in others and residents in all parts of the 
city are warned to watch for such vandalism 
on the part of those who we suppose are 
paid to give us protective service. In the 
case cited, when the soil becomes saturated 
with rain and a windstorm or other strain 
swerves the pole, over will come the street 
tree, an event quite aside from the physical 
damage already accomplished.

New Treatment of Erysiretas. 


For several years the remedy most used 
th the treatment of all forms of erysipelas 
fas been ichthyol, a thick brownish liquid 
made from a kind of asphalt. This remedy 
is useful also on many other skin diseases. 
But since the beginning of the European war 
it has been increasingly difficult to secure 
food quality ichthyol: end at present the 
American supply is pracééically exhausted. 

In casting about for sosse substitute to use 
q the treatment of erysipelas, it was recalled 
that two years ago some one suggested that 
ordinary diphtheria antitoxin might be effec- 
‘ve. The effect of this treatment in a typical 
dase has just been reported in the Medical 
Record. as follows: “The patient was an old 
woman who Was subject to attacks of facial 
orysipelas which had hitherto yielded to 
ichthyol applications. In the present attack 
ichthyo! had been of no avail. After nearly 
1 all of the face and scaip had become in- 
1. volved, and the patient presented a high 
morning temperature, 3000 units. of diph- 
‘heria antitoxin were injected. A remark- 
able decrease in awelling was very soon ap 
parent and subjectively the patient was much 
better. By the end of twenty-four hours the 
swelling seemed to have disappeared, but as 
areas of tenderness remained in the scalp, 
1000 more units of antitoxin were given. She 
was now well, although probably 
by reason her age her general condition 
was somewhat grave, she being extremely

Nutrit‘onal Value of Whole Grain read. 


The nutritional value of whole wheat flour 
over the ordinary variety of finely ground 
wheat products is now accounted for by the 
fact that in such flour the protein of the 
grain in the layer beneath the pericerp is 
retained. Bread made from this flour has a 
much higher nutritive value than ordinary 
bread, and provides so much additional pro- 


tein that it very largely spares the much 


more expensive protein foods, such as meat.” 

Commenting on this, a medical editorial 
writer recently made the following practical 
suggestions: “In view of the fact that or- 
dinarily it is difficult or impossible to obtain 
freshly ground whole whevxt flour, it may be 
valuable to know that it is quite possible to 
obtain at smal! expense a practical household 
mill for grinding wheat. A small grinder in 
the kite en may be used not only for sup 
plying whole wheat flour for the family, but 
also for cracking wheat, corn. barley, oats, 
rye and other grains for use as breakfast 
cereals. These shoul be obtained from a 
sede man rather than from a grocer or feed 
store, because in this way a high quality of 
clean grain is insured at small cost. 

“Ficur may also be ground from any of 
these grains. in this way persons who need 
to bave the benefit of unadulterated natural 
cereal foods can supply themselves at min!- 
mum expense. Morover, there is an addi- 
tional advantage in providing in our emascu- 
lated city hagmos means for exercising the 
delto-humeral mwuecies; in other words, the 
children may be allowed the privilege of 
grinding the grain. The fireless cooker 
should be kept in daily use if these cereals 
are to be prepared most appetizingly and by 
truly scientific means.”
